To  the  Class  of  1956: 

In  one  of  his  soliloquies  Hamlet  asks: 

What’s  Hecuba  to  him,  or  he  to  Hecuba 

That  he  should  weep  for  her? 

Perhaps  some  may  ask:  “What’s  Shakespeare  to  us,  or  we  to  Shakes¬ 
peare,  that  the  Huttlestonian  should  be  full  of  references  to  him?”  When 
I  think  of  the  interesting  Shakespeare  classes  I  have  visited  in  our  school, 
however,  I  think  this  question  unlikely.  From  the  Eighth  Graders  reading 
A  Midsummer  Night’s  Dream  to  the  Seniors  studying  Hamlet  there  must 
be  a  realization  that  three  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago  a  great  English 
dramatist  wrote  with  universal  appeal.  His  genius  was  such  that  we  still 
laugh  at  his  comic  characters;  we  see  people  around  us  who  resemble 
people  in  his  plays;  and  we  find  truths  about  the  conduct  of  life  that 
are  safe  guides  for  each  generation.  Moreover,  what  we  discover  in 
Shakespeare’s  work,  people  of  other  tongues  and  nations  find  also. 

You  have  had  an  opportunity  to  read  some  of  the  greatest  plays  and 
to  fix  in  your  memory  some  of  the  most  familiar  passages.  I  sat  down  this 
evening  to  turn  the  pages  of  some  of  plays  less  often  read  in  school  and 
I  found  many  lines  I  had  underscored  because  they  appealed  to  me.  Let 
me  mention  a  few. 

In  the  play  that  bears  his  name,  King  John  says: 

How  oft  the  sight  of  means  to  do  ill  deeds 

Makes  ill  deeds  done! 

This  is  doubtless  true.  Can  we  work  it  in  reverse  and  encourage  good 
deeds  by  the  people  and  the  things  we  choose  to  have  around  us  and  the 
thoughts  we  allow  our  minds  to  dwell  upon? 

People  sometimes  return  and  tell  me  they  are  handicapped  because 
they  did  far  less  than  their  best  while  they  were  in  school.  I  recall  King 
Richard’s  lament: 

I  wasted  time  and  now  doth  time  waste  me. 

I  urge  you  to  build  your  life,  not  hit  or  miss,  but  step  by  step  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  well  considered  plan.  Note  the  words  of  Lord  Bardolph: 

When  we  mean  to  build, 

We  first  survey  the  plot,  then  draw  the  model; 

And  when  we  see  the  figure  of  the  house, 

Then  must  we  rate  the  cost  of  the  construction. 

As  you  go  out  into  life,  keep  your  conscience  clear.  Remember  the 
words  of  King  Henry  VI: 

Thrice  is  he  arm’d  that  hath  his  quarrel  fust, 

And  he  but  naked,  though  locked  up  in  steel, 

Whose  conscience  with  injustice  is  corrupted. 

And  now  I  close  with  a  line  from  King  Richard  II  that  I  found  I  had 
marked  years  ago: 

A  while  to  work,  and  after,  —  holiday! 

Best  wishes  for  your  happiness  and  success.

It  is 
the  night  that  we,  the  star-studded  cast  of  “Time  Out  For  Ginger”,  Dick 
Galvin,  Jeanine  Morency,  Mary  Evelyn  Root,  Glenna  Dobson,  Janice  Snook, 
Chet  Hathaway,  Charlie  Entwistle,  Dave  Heap,  Ray  Comeau,  and  myself 
had  been  awaiting  anxiously  for  ten  weeks. 

As  I  sit  here  on  the  set,  which  had  become  my  own  living  room,  as 
Agnes  Carol,  waiting  for  the  “zero  hour”,  8  o’clock,  I  remember  the  first 
stage  rehearsal,  when  Charlie,  as  Mr.  Wilson,  was  instructed  by  Miss  Hoyle 
to  show  “suppressed  rage”,  and  he  presently  launched  upon  a  series  of 
actions,  which  promptly  brought  spontaneous  fits  of  laughter  from  the 
cast  and  director.

Then  I  remember  one  rehearsal  of  a  scene  during  which  I  was  re¬ 
buking  my  two  older  daughters  for  not  attending  Ginger’s  football  game 
because  of  jealousy.  I  demanded,  “Are  those  grapes  terribly  sour,  girls?” 
—  To  which  Jeanine  innocently  whispered  to  Miss  Hoyle,  “what  grapes?” 

One  incident  that  marked  our  rehearsals  was  the  fact  that  our  maid 
was  “carrying  on”  with  the  president  of  the  local  bank  —  that  was  not 
included  in  the  script,  either! 

We  of  the  cast  have  been  so  privileged  as  to  see  Glenna  attired  in 
a  black  leather  jacket  and  Dick,  sporting  a  mangy,  moth-eaten  raccoon 
coat. 


For  ten  weeks,  we  worked  together  and  laughed  together,  while  Miss 
Hoyle  directed  us  in  our  thespian  activities.  She  trained  Dave  in  his 
routine  of  “hot  licks”  as  Eddie  Davis,  padded  Ray  with  a  pillow,  taught 
Dick  the  art  of  “love  making”,  and  became  a  wonderful  and  inspiring 
friend. 

Now  it  is  ten  minutes  to  curtain  time,  and  I  can  hear  Carol  Chase, 
our  hard-working  prompter,  testing  the  bell  and  buzzer,  and  Bev  Heald, 
Gale  Duxbury,  and  “A.  J.”  Swerlein  are  dashing  across  the  stage  like  three 
chickens  with  their  heads  cut  off.  Even  our  three  light-switching,  door- 
slamming,  curtain-pulling  stage  hands,  Tony  Pinna,  Bill  Reed,  and  Chet 
Mackay  are  beginning  to  move!  Something  has  happened  to  my  stomach 
as  I  leave  my  living  room  to  await  my  cue  back-stage.  In  a  few  short 
hours,  the  curtain  will  close  for  the  last  time  on  “Time  Out  For  Ginger”, 
and  we  will  find  our  exuberant  joy  mixed  with  a  tinge  of  sorrow  as  we 
realize  that  all  the  work  and  laughter  we  have  experienced  as  one  happy 
family  will  become  just  a  part  of  “Yesterday”.  We  can  never  relive  those 
hilarious  moments  of  rehearsal  or  the  bursting  excitement  of  this  night, 
yet  we  know  that  we  shall  never  forget  Miss  Hoyle  and  the  wonderful 
chapter  in  our  lives  entitled,  “Time  Out  For  Ginger”.
